It was no ſmall delight to me to bebold the tears that were 
ſued at hu Funeral. Not that F was glad that there was ſuch 
Cauſe of ſorrow,but to ſee (in theſe dayes, eſpecially wherein the 
godly Miniſtery. iz ſo much undervalued) a Miniſter that nei- 
ther lived undeſired, nor died unlamented : of whom it may 
be ſaid, as # of Stephen, That devout men carried Srepber 
to his burial, and made great lamentation over him, Bat 
1 Will not detein the Keader from beholding theſe things mare 
kargelyrilated in the following Sermon , by one that was hts 
frdus Achates, and as dear to him as Jonathan to David. The 
Lord [anflifie this example to all that ſhall bear of it,and fit uu 
bu Miniſters that ſupervive, to preach and live as be did, To 
fight a good fight, to finiſh our courſe, and to keep the 
faith, that ſo we may at laſt obtaine a. crown of righteouſ- 
neſs which the righteous Judge will give at the laſt day to 
all that love his appearing.

And truly 
I am very confident, that if Jeſus Chriſt was here in his 
bodily preſence among us, he would not be unwilling 
to ſpeak theſe words, Our friend Whitaker fleepeth, Be— 
fore I begin'my Narrative, I crave . leave to premiſe 
this, (viz.) that thouglr (in'ſome reſpeRts) I know a 
more meet \man might have-been choſen for this work ; 
who could have done it more exaaly and gracefully: yer 
I acknowledge that my ſelfe am not che unmeeteſt , 
conſidering my long and famfſliar acquaintance with him, 
eſpecially if this ke added, ( viz. ) that in. Summer was 
twelve-moneth —1I riding with him unto Tw»briage 
Wells; he was pleaſed to give me the Hiſtory of his 
life, from his youth till that time; and fince that time; it 
is well known to many, that no one hath had more 
frequent and familiar converſe with him, then my ſelfe. 
Oh how often, and with what meltings hath he pour- 
ed forth his heart into my boſome, in reference to all 
concernments, perſonal, relative, private, publick , com- 
fortable and uncomfortable, which have deeply affected 
him! My forgetfulneſſe will neceſlitate rhe omiſſion 
of many things,and my faithfulnefle with prudence com- 
mand me to conceal much of that , which to my heart 
jpake aloud his great goodnefle and high commenda- 
tions, I will ſuggeſt the ſum of what Tjudge moſt con- 
venient to diſcover, inthe report whereof my ſoul deli> 
reth (I hope) to honour God , and to profic his peo- 
ple, 

He was borne at Wakefield in Yorkſhire in. the yeare 
1599. When he was fixteen years old,he was (-nt to ("am 
bridge and placed a Sizar in Syd»ey Colledge , where he 
was much valued for his pregnant parts , and Scholarſhip. 
At twenty yeares of age,having commenced Batchelor of 
Arts,he was ſent unto Okeham(the chief Town in Rutlana- * 
ſaxe) to teach the free-School there. About foure yeares. 
after he marcied Chephtzibah the daughter of Maſter 17/1/- 
liam Peachy Miniſter of Okeham, an eminent linguilt , a. 
godly man, and (as I am informed) a painful Preacher ow |

the Goſpel; who dearly -loved-,; and highly: valaed  Mg- 

ſter #hitaker, from his- firſt acquaintance to his A 

whoſe affe&ions to him, wrought on the marriage be- 

twixt him and his daughter, By whom God gave him 

foure ſonnes and three daughters; one ſonne died at 

(ambridge, two are ordained Miniſters, andthe other is 

to be educated for the Miniſtery. Having. ſtayed. about 

ſeven years at Ok-ham , he was removed unto-a\Paſtoral 

charge at Srrerton in the ſame County, where he continued 

thirteen yeares, from whence he was called to Mary 

A agdalen Bermondſey , (with the approbation of many 

sodly Miniſters', whom he conſulted in the caſe) where 

he afcer twelve yeares ſpent in his Miniſterial charge fi- 

niſhed his courle upon the firſt day of Z4ne, 1654. and fell 

aſlcepin Jeſns. He was becwixt fifty five and fifty fix 

yeares old when the Lord was pleaſed to take him unto 

himſelf. He was buried in Bermondſey Church 7ane the 

ſixth, with-expreſſions of much. love from a very grear 

multitude of godly perſuns, both Miniſters and others of 

ſeveral ranks and conditions, who attended his corps to 

the grave. By reaſon of much ſtuſy, and manifold imploy- 

ments inhiscalling, he was filled with various bodily 

-diſtempers from his youth. In the latter parc of his time, | 
he was for ſundry yeares. exerciſed frequently with the 
Painful diſeaſes of the gowt and of the ſtone. Notwith- a 
Randing the reiteration of theſe tormenting paines, he at- | 
tended upon his Miniſtery both at homeand abroad, while 

"he was able to creey into the Pulpit,or to crawle unto the 
Congregation. 5 Tae a9 2261 

- But about the beginning of ATovember lalt paſt, the vio- 
lent paine of the ſtone did in ſuch meaſure and manner ar- 
reſt him, that from that time, he continued Gods priſoner 
in his bed; or'chamber,cill he was ſet free by a. long expeR- 
ed death. Moſt Phyſicians in the City were conſulted, and 
were from time totime very ready to ſerye him with cheic 
advice - whodid unanimouſly conclude,his ſharp painesco 
proceed originally from an ulcer in the kidneys , ' dut im— 


mediately from an ulcerin che ak of the bladder , cm 
bes orange | p | « 
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by cotitinital flux of ulcerous -matter dropping dowh ap- 
on'that paft; And'by reaſon of the acutenefie and quickneſs 
of the ſeiiſe there , his paines._ were almoſt altogether in 
that place, though the fountaine of them was from the 
kidneys. Towards his end, (about two moneths.) the 

zine grew more'extreame,yer divine indulgence vonchfa- 
fed ſome abatements and intermiffions,both in the aight & 
day.As his death drew nigh;his fits of pait' were more fre- 
quene,either every half hour, or many times every quarter, 
yea,two orthree times ina quarter of an hour, wherby na- 
cure being quite ſpent he died in the Lord. After his death, 
Maſter Hotiard opend his body inthe preſence of D'. Cox, 
D*. 2dicklethwaite,and DF, Bewoyr, (fome other more anci- 
ent Do&tors would have been there, if either cheir being 
out of Town, or preſent urgent occafions had not hindred) 
who found both his kidneys fall of ulcers, and one was 
felled toan extreame bigneſle, by the abundance of pn— 
rulent matcerin ic, Upon the neck of his bladder, they 
found a ftone, (which wasabour an inch and an balf long, 
and one inch broad, weighing above two ownces, when 
firſt'taken out,and withal, an ulcer which was gangrened, 
and this was judged the cauſe of his death. All other 
parts of his body were found firme and ſound, Now. that 
Thich T ſhall relate concerning him in all choſe places and 
changes of life'wherein God diſpoſed of him, I will caſt 
under the ſeveral heads vppon which I did diſcourſe in my 
Sermon. And this method I do the rather reſolve upon ,. 
borh becauſe it beſt ſuits 'with mine own thoughts, and may 
prove the moſt profitable unto them who ſhall-be pleaſed: 
'to'read the'Sermon,when they perceive the maine parts 
thereof,applied and verefied in this-providential Text, Our 
friend Whitaker ſleepeth, | 
- The firit Head, He loved Chriff. He loved Chiiſt,

there his affeQtions did flow out towards' thoſe who were

mon,and he was wont tojoyne with them:in, prayers and 
other holy: cxerciſes. And being able-to take Sermon-notes, 
both underſtandingly-and largely, he was very: helpful to 
Chriſtians in the repeating of what they. had publickly 

| heard, being from his childhood ful of affe&ions in whatſo- 
ever buſineſſe he undectook. Thus this plant did both bloſ- 
ſome and put forth fruit quickly, which providence did af- 
terwards make a_very. fruitful tree. For the more cleare 
diſcovery of his:abandant love to. Jeſns Chriſt , I'will give 
theſe demonſtrations, 

. Firſt, from his early, and' conſtant vigorous workings 
of heart towards the callingand work of che Miniſtery; be» 
cauſe he alwayes conceived,that:therein-a Chriſtian, mjghe 
enjoy moſt fellowſhip with Chriſt, and do him /the beſt 
ſervice. And he conſidered Chriſts ſpeech to-Peter, If thor 
love me,feed my ſheep. feed my lambs. 

Here I judge thele particulars very worthy of conſider- 
ation, 1. That while he was a Grammar-Scholar, this 
calling he choſe ; 'and though. his father endeavoured of- 
ten and earneſtly to divert his thoughts from'the Miniſte- 
ry, yet he was unmovable in his deſires to be a Miniſter. 

2, [ hat he never repentcd of this his choice, but would all 
his life long,upon all occaſions, wagnifie the hu office.l have 
many times heard him ſpeak theſe words, {/ bad mach ras Rom 1, 
ther be a Preacher of the Goſpel, then an Emperour, And 
when a motion was once made to him for a Maſterſhip in 
the Univerſity, he readily returned this anſwer, 24 bh 
doth more deſire ts be 4 conſtant Preacherthen to be the 11a- 
fter of any College in the world, 3, That when he was moti- 
oned to'marry her whom God afterwards madehis wife ; - 
he was the rather inclined to accept the motion, becauſe 
ſhe was davghterto a pious, Painful, learned Miniſter 
of the Goſpel, and would occationaliy tell his friends, that 
-he was the better pleaſed with his civice, :becaufe of- 
that relation,4. That hewas never ſo well-pleaſed .with any 
imployment,as that of his Miniſtery, ln the Palpit he 
ſill was like a 6(h in the-water, Thongh many times he 
went halting and full of paine thither; yet he would not: 
manifeſt  any'ſenſe of diſtemper , while he was wr

'How often hath he gone upon crutches unto the Congre- 
sation of his own People,to fulfil his Miniſtery ! yea,once 
(atfeaſt of -my knowledge, -he adyentared to Preach at 
Michaels Cornhil, when he was ſcarce able to pet into'the 
Pulpit, and his friends with much difficulty. helped him 
out-of the Church homeward, 5. That when he was by 
extre2me Paines taken off. from his Miniſtery, he would 
ſometimes profeſſe unto ſome ſpecial friends, that the 
painefeit was not ſo grievous to his Spirit, as his inability 
(by reaſon thereof) to manage his wonted work. Many 
rimes theſe were his words, If 1 cold bat Preach, I ſhonld 
be much better. And he would rejoyce with-chearfulneſſe, 
and thankfulneſſe , wheh- in'.che times of his weakneſle , 
he found not bimſelfe more diſtempered by his preaching, 
and would mention ſuch experiences as arguments to 
move his friends to yieid unto his preaching, when they 
did diflwade it as prejudicial 6. He did zealouſly, upon 
-all occaſions, both in pablick.and private defend the othce 
of a Goſpel-Miniſtery, and eſpecially amongſt thoſe 
perſons, and in fuch places, where (as he conceived ) there 
was moſt-need. This paſſage fell from him with affeRion, 
1n one of his morning LeRures at Weſtminſter: Though TI 
have read and heard of ſome good men , who unadviſcdly 
in their paſſion have perſecuted the perſons of ſome godly 
Miniſters, (as Aſa was angry with the Seer, and caſt him 
#ntopriſon)yet I never knew, never read,nor heard of any 
godly perion, who did dare to oppoſe the calling of che 
Miniftery, And wherezs at the end of his Sermon, a 
' ſouldier ( expreſſing himſeife diffitisfied with the Ser- 
mon) cameto him in private and asked him:, whether he 
meant this Miniſtery of Exgiand, as now conſticuted ? he 
returned this anſwer, Alth»ugh 1 will not juſtifie the calling 
of every individual Miniſter #n the Church of England ( «as 
you dare not juſtifie the Saintſhip of every member in your in- 
eependant Congregations ) yet 1 will be ready when and 
where you plzaſc co maintaine the office and calling of Et 
glands Afiniſtery at this day. 7. And that he continued 
unchanged in this his eſtimation of the calling Miniſterial, 
may be manifeſted by one paſlage in his laſt Will and Teb 
cament.

tament, (chough it was not long )which I-will-put'down irs 
his own words, writ wich his own band: For my ſon Jere- 
miah, my deſire #2,that he be bred a Scholar, and that the 
Lord would ſpiritualy incline his heart, freely to give up bims- 
ſelfe tothe Lord, to ſerve himinthe Work of the Miniſtery, 
which calling and employment (though now deſpiſed) I doe- 
ſteem above all other inthe world, and do commend it to alt 
mine, that if the Lord bleſſe them with ſont, they- would com- 
mend this calling to their poſterity. Before paſſe from this 
my firſt demonſtration of his love to Chriſt, I heartily de- 
fire, that this may be ſeriouſly conſidered, whether there 
be not herein muchto credit and incourage the Miniſtery- 
of the Goſpel; That a lcarne@man, and fo eminent for 
piety,who alſo had throughly ſtudied the Controverſies of 
the times againſt the Miniſtery, ſhould upon his death-bed ,: 
Sive ſuch a. teſtimony unto ic, whenhe daily expeRed to- 
make up his account before God , and alſo give ſo great 
incouragement unto his poſterity , to undertake this cal- 
ling now, even.nnow when ſuch diſgrace is caſt upon it,and 
when the Miniſters tſetled maintenance is threatned to 
be taken from them ? And may not thoſe men who know 
Mr. Whitaker's worth be hereby awed, and moved to take 
heed how they oppoſe or {light that calling of men, whom 
be (living and dying) jadged to be ſo highly honoured by 
God himſelf ? To all this adde,that it was an ordained Mi- 
niſtery , which he thus valued, as is evident by theſe two 
things(as by. many living teſtimonies, )viz. 1. That he joyn- 
ed with the Claſſis whereof he was a member in ardaining 
Miniſters, 2. That be had an hand in the book lately pub. 
liſhed by the Province of Londoxin the defence of ſuch a 
Miniſtery,not only by affent, bur alſo by aſſiſtance. 
Secondly. his love to Chrilt was proclaimed, by his un- 
wearicd laboriouſnefle in his Miniſterial ſervices, rt, While 
he continued Schoo!maſter.at Okeham, heundertook a Lec- 
ture there weekly,beſides many Sermons preached occaſi- 
onally in neighbour Congregations, 2.

Thirdly , Such was his love to Chriſt, that his publick 
Imployments did not cake him off from family-duties , 
nor from more private exerciſes of communion with God,

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twice every day; and befi i" parts of Scripture which 
he dailyread in ſecret , he uſually read over allthe E- 
piſtles inthe Greek Teſtament twice every fourtnight:yea 
when by reaſon of pain and weakneſs he himſelf could not 
read, he herein imployed others for his belp. Hence ir 
was that he was a man mighty in the Scriptures (like-un- 
to Apollo, Afr 18,24.) as was obſerved by all who con- 
verſed with him. And this courſe he earneſtly commended 
ro the praRice of his dearly beloved eldeſt ſon , as an ex- 
cellene means to make him borh a ready and a profitable

Forrthly , His courage in Chriſts Cauſe did mnch

And che ſufferings both in Holand and Exg- 
1ani, upon ourlate Sea-fights , were great burdens upon 
his ſpirit. Theother caſewas in reference to the inward 
perplexity of ſuch as were aflited in minde. Having 
moved methe week before his death'to beſtow a viſit up-

I will not ſpeak of the frequent friend- 
ly viſits of the Religious: ones in the' neighborhood round 
about, I never heard of any man ſo much prayed for, 
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both in poblick and (65 - HER was no particuſgy 
caſe ſo frequently ," ſo affeRionately ſpread before God 
in moſt of the Congregations about London as his, Three 
dayes were ſet apart by Miniſters, and many other pray- 
ing friends to ſeck God in his behalf ;* one'in private, and 
ewo in publick, which alſo were obſerved much better 
then ſuch dayesnſually are; yea, in remote Countreys, 
beſides the ordinary prayers made for him , there were 
ſome Faſts kept, with ſpecial reference to his afflition. 
The multitude of people attending his Funeral, with the 
many weeping eyes, did witneſſc how much he was belo- 
ved.

own-power, and enable Miniſters to ſpeak unto the ſouls

detainment from the SanRuary and Sabbath-opportuni- 
ties, which had been his delight ;: profeſſing allo , that 
his being taken off from ſervice was a greater affliion to 
him-then all his pains, And. becauſe this apprehenſion , 
(v:x. his unſerviceableneſlc) did much afli& him ; there- 
fore this was ofren ſuggeſted to him, (which alſo was re- 
lieving to his ſpirit,) viz. that now by the praftice of 
Faith, Patience,Contentment,and Spiritualnefſs ( which 


| he had formetly preached ) he was very profitable unto 
them whodid viſit him, and might alſo prove very advan- 


cageous unto others.who might be acquainted therewith, 
through Gods grace by Chriſt. So great was His tender 
reſpeRunto his friends, that when his. pains were coming 


with violence, he would intreat them. to withdraw from 
him, that they might. not be grieved with his. roarings.. 


He would often bleſs God, that his compaſſionate friends 
were not neceflitated. ro abide within the reach of his 
doleful lamentations. 

I hearing,the night before God tranſlated him, that he 
was not likely to.live another day, Iwent early in the 
morning-to take my leave of him (whom my ſoul loved) 
and found his bodily ſtrength almoſt ſpent. And beczuſe 
he could not ſpeak without difficulty, I ſpake the more 
gnto him, in relation to the approach of his happy hoped
